My dear Mr.Page:- 

As one who listened to your address last Sunday evening I have 
an urge to "report" my reactions, which, Possibly, may be of some 
value to you. One is somewhat carried away from his moorings by your ’ 
eloquence and the seeming strength of your case however, in the cold 
light of morning-after reflections there are conjectures and quest¬ 
ions which simply will not down. 

1. Your original question "Is there no other way?" was left un¬ 
answered. You did not suggest a thing,likely to induce Hitler and 
Stalin to cease their policy of force and, indeed, what could you 
suggest, short of throwing our precious human rights out of the 
window ? The only way to bring these dictators to terms is exactly 
that way demonstrated by Hitler at Munich, a showdown revealing over¬ 
whelmingly superior power. You talked about the part the people 
play* What people ? Certainly not the populations of Germany and 
Russia if, for no other reason that they can’t be reached. No, not 
until their degradation becomes too much for even them to bear will 
they rise up and be MEN. 

2. Your suggestion of a world conference, to be called by this coun¬ 
try strikes me as a pious and futile proposal, which,even at that 
fails to ring quite convincing. You pictured this country opening 
such a conference with a declaration of its unclean hands and as an 
aggressor nation. You ommitted an instance that would have been ever 
so much more convincing and might have shocked the audience. I refer 
to the subjugation of the Phillipines which cost more than 800,000 
native lives; then you might have mentioned that the proposal to give 
the Islands complete independence within a few years sprang not from 
any altruistic motive but from the most sordid commercial motives; 
then, following through, you could with reasonably certainty have 
stated that the Phillipines left to themselves would fall an easy prey 
to the gentle Japs. 

3. Despite your protestations to the contrary you were definitely 
anti-British (indeed, I am inclined to believe that you brought in 
the iniquities of the U.S.A. to sort-of camouflage your attach on 
Britain). One of your sentences alone justifies this conclusion. You 
quoted with impressive approval Ghandi’s statement, "England’s rule 
in India has been Satanic". I say you quoted this with approval, 
otherwise it is fair to infier you would not have quoted it at all - 
except and only in the course of an extended consideration of Indian 
affairs. As one who has studied British rule in India for more than 
thirty years and come into contact with a number of representative 
native leaders, including a gifted man among the untouchables, it 
strikes me that your reference disclosed plainly one of two things - 
either an amazing ignorance of Indian affairs or malicious bias. At 
any rate it was nothing short of an infernal misrepresentation which 
created a wholly false impression on that part of your audience who 
have taken little or no interest in the subject. If you are informed 
on Indian affairs you must know that in the proper perspective the 
statement of Ghandi is a gross caricature, the expression of a Hindu 
mentality which, incidentally, was quite complacent until a few years 
ago over the inhuman treatment of sixty million untouchables imposed 
by the Hindu castes including Ghandi’s. A "satanic" British surgeon. 









by the way, saved the life of Ghandi a few years ago after he had 
repudiated the conventional Hindu medical practices. You must know 
that it was th® "Satanic" British administrators who gave India its 
first kftftwledg/ or free and equal justice before the law, regardless 
of castes; you must know that it was the Salvation Army of "satanic" 
Britain which, with British missionaries, afforded the first ray of 
light and human brotherhood to the untouchables. I coud fill this and 
several other pages with an array.of facts to confound Ghandi and - 
to cause you to. blush for having used his statement. You know the 
value of English’ words, even if Ghandi does not, and I suggest that if 
you want to retain your self-respect and your pretensions as an educat¬ 
or, never again to use that statement except in connection with an 
extended discussion of British rule in India. 


Now, from the foregoing you may have jumped to the conclusion that 
the writer does not endorse your stand for peace, so far as this 
country is concerned. He therefore may surprise you by stating that 
he is a Quaker, an ardent admirer of Rufus Jones, but, like'many 
Quakers, much'troubled over the appalling course of events. He. 
recognizes that pacifists have a lot to answer for and that, if they 
are not to remain mute they"must face stern realities and not merely 
seek to evade their responsibilities by reiterating peace testimonies 
at a time when all that we hold precious is being defended by the 
forces of France and the British Empire.

Here is what things seem to be letting themselves be shaped 
into: 

Friday, the,15th, you are being expected in Texarkana on 
the 12:45 train, and will be ordered gently about, etc, 
by Sarah-Beth Boggess, Gene ral Sec'y of the Y.W.C.A . there.

Things for Ft.Worth shaping up nicely. Weeks ago when I 
first contacted folks in different fields about your coming, 
they were all very eager and enthusiastic to help arrange 
things: Parsons, Youth leaders.

Then here lately, with the Easter Season gaining momentum, 
many of them wilted, and Palm Sunday tricks of the various 
churches seemed to dominate the picture. Back in yonder 
weeks, a couple of the "larger” churches seemed quite eager 
to have you in their pulpits, but lately they found that 
after all it is best for the pastor loci to be in his own 
pulpit that morning. Which narrowmindedness generally worked 
out as a resounding break for our Church, as we can't be 
accused of hogging you, and are tickled to death to have 
you preach that morning. 

So the schedule here looks like this: 

11:00 A.M. Sermon in St.John's Evangelical Church. 

2:00 to 4:00 "Seated Tea" in one of the swankiest homes 
in town,(a prominent liberal family, the 
Bruno Riches) to which we will invite some 
fifty hand-picked, more-®r-less socialites. 

4:30 to 6:00 Youth Mass Meeting, held in Gym of the Y.M. C.A., 

sponsored by both Ys, several Churches, and 
the city Xian Endeavor, etc. 

*:45 (Pending your approval for a 4th date that day) 

Polytechnic Methodist Church, Eve "Revival". 


Monday, 10:30 A.M. T.C.U.Assembly. 

12:05 Down Town Lenten Mass Meeting. 

Leaving Ft.Worth 1:45 for El Paso, and a breakfast meeting 
in El Paso 7:00 to 8:15, sponsored by my old 
E.P.C. Peace Council, plus Y.W., Y.M. and Ministers Assn. 
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A few side-lights: Our Morning Services here in St.John's 
will be the annual confirmation services, in which a 
class of ten youngsters are taking out citizenship in the 
Kingdom, The class has heard about you in various connections, 
(they are up in Christian saints, you see!) and are thrilled 
that you will give the final interpretation of their King 
before they take their vows. 

Our church is numerically small, but the attendance is 
always larger than the total membership, and, really, 
a better Sunday morning group would be hard to find in this 
burg, regardless. Some 250 will be present. 

The SEATED TEA will be a real strategic maneuver here. 

Those invited will be people who wouldn’t ordinarily 
cross the street to hear you; bankers, manufacturers, 
some super-patriotic leaders (not the gauche type), and 
leaders like that whose thinking has been way on the other 
side of the fence mostly. A crowd you'll enjoy, and possible 
to get together only because of the deep interest of the 
Riches, who are very advanced in social thinking, and 
who have read and appreciate various writings of yours. 


The Lenten Meeting has developed interesting slants: It's 
a part of a two week noon-day series. When it leaked out 
the other day that you'd speak, various objections began 
coming in! A leading parson, heavy anglophile, thought it 
would be rather disgraceful to have some one whom the 
British Weekly found so inimical, etc, etc. Two other parsons 
insisted that we just couldn't have an unordained man speak 
during Lent, and were comically nonplussed to hear that you 
are an ordained! 

Yesterday the President of the General Ministers Ass'n, no 
doubt besAAged by the same stripe of statu-quo-ites told us 
the Ministers Ass'n just couldn't afford to pay the expenses 
involved in your coming here. He, too, began to stutter when 
we told him your expenses were not being charged against the 
Ministers' Ass'n, 

It happens that the program committee of the General Ministers 
Ass'n that is handling the noon day Lenten meetings comprises 
three of the strongest and finest parsons in^bowm , with me as 
a tame fourth as their Sec'y. So there is not a chance of 
any of them being "gotten at", and some offbhe opposition 
is already working out as elegant publicity. That meeting 
should be an actual MASS MEETING.

1 have delayed writing to you for such a long time because 
I waited for Anna Louise Strong to come $o Quincy to speak before 
the town hall forurn, but the town hall forum was not able to get 
her, so I got in touch with the next speaker on the program who 
is the Rev. L. M Birkhead and I wrote him the same essay thdt 
I'm writing to you. It will probably be next month when we have 
Rev. Brrkhead in Quincy, 

So you would understand why I write this and how I know this, 

I want to give you a little biography of myself. My first 29 years 
I lived in Germany, my father was a socialist and humanitarian. 

At the time whan Biemark revised the exception law (Ausnahme Geeetz) 
he was a subscriber of the socialist paper "Volksetimme", a paper 
that had to be printed and delivered secretly until the exception 
law was repealed. 

I will give you an example of how the exception law worked. 

For instance, a man stole a loaf of bread and belonged to a Christ¬ 
ian organization and aubscribed to a Christia^oane^ he would be 
fined fs.OO, but if he was a member of the pasty and 

a subscriber of the socialist paper he would go to prison for a year. 

We were lutheranB because most people were lutherans in my home 
town,but my father withdrew from state church membership when a 
new law made that possible and after I was married I did the same, 
and joined the FreireligidJse Gemeinde. We are now Unitarians. 

I had learned the trade of cabinet-maker and belonged tc that 
trade union. When Bertha von Buttner made her lecture tri| through 
Germany I heard her and joined the pacifist organization and sub¬ 
scribed to their paper. At election times I was active for the 
social democratic party. Through a topogtapher of the war minist- 
erium in Germany I received the information of the coming war in 
June 1913 and therefore immigrated to the United States. During 
the first years of the was I had subscribed to the socialist paper of 
Munich, Bavaria through which I received the information during that 
time. 








I hope that you can make use of the information that is 
given in my essay and I would he glad to hear from you and answer 
any questions you might have. 




WAGFR A^D HOURS?: OFF CAURF of FARR 

I have heard many people talk and read many articles and books 
on the origin of the World War, but no one has tried to bring light 
to the matter from the angle which I have observed. Around 1910 and 
1912 Germany had a Reichstag election. I was very active in party 
work at that time, so 1 was also awaiting the results of the election. 

The outcome was that the Social Democratic party carried a great 
majority, so great that the rulers of little principalities were 
afraid that it would come to a revolution, and they flead their res¬ 
idences. The kingdom of Saxony had a 90,1 vote for the Social Democ¬ 
rats and the action of the rulers showed, their complete ignorance of 
the intention of the people. TheSocial Democrats had as their go act, 
the lifting of the standards of living through legislature, in a 
gradual manner. They had accomplished many good things, like wage 
tar rife, safety devices in mine and factories and other things. 

Where they had wage tarrifs,strikes were eliminated for the benefit 
of all concerned. Still the rulers wouldn't trust the Social Demo¬ 
cratic party. When the rumor of a coming war was apread, the labor 
unions of Germany and France came to an agreement that th-y would 
ask their members to shoot into the air.when they faced each other 
on the battle field. The battle cry was: "Proletarians of all lands, 
be united f " Of course, such proceedings were not unknown to the 
rulers. For that reason certain plans had to be dAvised to foci the 
working peoi le. The bi ggest swindle that was pulled off against the 
people was that little trick of going through Belgium. 

In the beginning of the World War 1 was safely established in the 
United States and was a subscriber of our heme town*; social democratic 
newspaper. I received the paper daily until the United States entered 
the war. I believe that what was said in these papers was the ur.cen- 
80 red truth. With 52 % liberals in the Reichstag a censorship like that 
of today could net exist. 1 saved those papers and whan I look them 
over now I find many interesting facts that didn't seem to have much 
meaning when those things happened. 

I think it was a very remarkable fact that the Kaiser was net in 
Germany whan the War was declared. He was on his annual cruise in his 
yacht on the Northland . j have the idea that he said by his actions 
that he didn't have anything to do with.it and that he washed his hands 
in innocence. I know the Kaisers' character well. He would have liked 
to have a little ifcore freedom himself. He had an artistic inclination 
and would rather write poetry or compose music than to hold maneuvers 
of his army. He did and said many foolish things that made the people 
laugh. He was thought of as being not very bright but he had hie 
bosses and superiors who told him what to do or what to say and the 
way he daid thingsmade on understand that that speech was not his 
brainchild. I would say that the lgi g mamifaoturera, the industrialists 
tha man who employes many working men were the ones who ruled Germany. 

I would say, here, that this is true of many other countries. 

The big question of that time was, as it is now, wages and hours. 

I remember a speech the Kamser mad 43 in the resort of Oeynhausen in which 
he said that if his working men would not moderate their demands on 
wafee and hours he would sever the table cloth with them. He was saying 
in a very timid, hesitating manner that he would not call the Germans 
workers fit tc sit with him. He gave this address when working men were 
not present. Those present were the class of people that goes to water¬ 
ing places and never workes but lives off the sweat of the workers. 

Of course, the speech was printed in all the papers and the 
German workers knew what he had said. t 0 me it means he said that at 
the resort because the people to whom he spoke wanted him to say that. • 
Anyway, it was a warning uttered by the ruler of Germany against the 
German people and it didn't seem to come out of his hears. 











At another occasion he said something even more drastic. He 
demanded such loyalty and love fro its his soldiers that they would shoot 
their father and mother if he would ask them. This speech scared the 
working people of Germany. They saw that the Kaiser and hie ruling 
class, rather that the w. r v ing p ecj 1 e, were prej aring for revolution. 

The muling class called the Social Democratic party "the inner 
emeny" and vice versa. About the same things developed at the same time 
in ^Russia, France, Austria and England. There was one group of labor 
organizations that the Social Democrats called the "yellow ones". While 
they called the free organizations "the red ones" and. in Russia they called 
the party that tried to liberate the people "the black one*" cr anarchists. 

I have known many a working man who was organized with the yellow organ¬ 
ization and they seemed to be jelous of the successes of the red organization. 

They were so mislead by the ohuroh leaders, mostly Catholic, that 
they didn't dare to join the free organizations.' .So they develdped a 
hatred towards the free organizations. In'ray opinion Hitler was that 
kind of a man before the World War. He came from near the Austrian Border 
and the people on the Bavarian side in that neighborhood called the people 
on the Austrian side "Raudumme ^eetr eic her." .That is an everyday word, 
just like the Germans in Switzerland are called Schwabsn or the Prussians 
near Hessen are called s tink-prau&en or the people in Saxony are called 
Kaffee-Sachsen by the Bavarians. 

Tihere was no international friendship anon ft the people of the different 
states of Germany except in socialistic labor unions ’where the aim was to 
unite all the working men of the different principalities to one under¬ 
standing that was called "Klassenbewusstsein". The rulers of these 
principalities did not like this procedure. They would rather have had 
hatred and jealousy among the people of their countires. A war was the 
Solution for breaking up the Solidarity of the workers. 

Military ’leaders were the enemies of the working people in Germany 
as well as in France. It was a trick c-f the military leaders to gc 
through Belgium and intentionally lead the German army into a trap and 
so dispose of a great ijumber of soldiers who might have had orders from 
the unions. I have read the description cf the march into Belgium in 
German papers. The soldiers were unaware that the Belgians were prepared 
to massacre them. They were made to understand that this march through 
Belgium would make it a very short war. I claim that they were marched 
into Belgium in the night on purpose so they would not discover that the 
Belgians were expecting them until they were in the trap. The highway on 
which they entered Belgium was flafeked by high banks and the Gelgians had 
planted their guns on top of these banks before the Germans entered.’ I 
never believed that the military leaders of Germany did not k' cw this but 
I am convinced that they had given instructions to the Belgians. The first 
armies that entered Belgium were practically destroyed to the last man. 

This was necessary for the military leaders for two reasons: first, to 
prevent the French and German comrades from facing eadh other and second, 
to make the German people frilling to fight, willing to pay, willing to 
sacrafice and willing to give up their party ideals. In other words, 
the military leaders intended to make the German's blood boil to cause 
the feeling of desire for revenge. 

I have also found other evidences that the military leaders on either 
side were eager to make the enemy mad, to cause them t- fight harder and 
kill mere of their own soldiers. The one instance is the training of the 
German guns on the Cathedral of Rheims. The Cathddral of Rheime is not 
a military object. It is a house of worship and many of the soldiers that 
carried out the orders of bombardment were catholic and wouldn't have 
thought of demolishing a eathedral, but it sure made the Frenchmen mad. 

I say, if military leaders are honest leaders, they must have as their 
aim the desire to break the strength of the enemy and not the desire to 
strengthen the enemy. Provocations during a battle make it harder to win 







the battle but it was dome on both sides by orders from above. Another 
illustration is the bombing of Venice from the air by Austrian planes. 

The object was the art treasures, the fonterialto ( a bridge over the 
Grand Canal), the churches and the civilian hospital. The civilian 
hospital suffered the most but the arsenel was almost hit by a single 
bomb, while it was a much easier target than the civilian hoppital. 

I have a map printed in France during the war showing where the 
bombs were dropped and it tells me only this one story: The military 
leaders protected enemies storage places of ammunition and committed 
acts of violence against non-combattants. There was this one purpose 
in mind: To make the Italians willing fighters against the Austrians. 

There was too much friendship among the people of beligerent countries 
to suit the military leaders. 

We have read that red cross trains were bombarded. No honest person 
can find any reason for that. We also know that in the Brii Basin the 
Germans protected the mines and smelters of the French ammunition 
makers and during the battle in that territory the French army retreated 
suddenly to give the Germans a chance to sdock up on ore mined in this 
valley. The^Germans would then enter the mines and work tjjie smelters 
and produce all they could to the losi of the French army and then 
retreat again without demolishing the mines or factories so that the 
French could go down and bring out more ore. Never was a cannon trained 
on the ammunition plants. Once an ambitious aviator dropped a bomb in 
this territoty and hi*fc a car of a freight train. He was called down and 
bawled out. 

Ifcneet leaders who have the interest of their people and the father - 
land at heart would have destroyed the smelters in the Brife Basin, but 
the German and French armies were either fighting to the west or to the 
east and always retreating over the basin without firing a shot. 

Since I have adopted this theory that wars are fought between countries 
for the purpose of subduing the working people in their own countries, 
the actions tak3n; by the leaders of the bi g nations have made more sense 
to me. Whatever has been done since Hitler came to power could always 
be explained in that manner. The solving of the unemployment problem 
in Germany was for the benefit of the amuniticn manufacturer at the 
cost of the working man. The same is true of the teaching of hatred, 
the burning of books, the dissolving and confiscation of cooperatives, 
the disbanding of all labor unions, the closing of all liberal news¬ 
papers, the fixing of national election, the abandonment of courts of 
justice, the brutal enforcement of the Nazi law, everything down the 
line of this nature was directed against the working man to benefit the 
industrialist. The propaganda of purifieing the race, the language, 
the defiance of the Versailles treaty, even the demands for the teturn 
of the lost provinces were all for the purpose of distracting the ifiind 
of the working people from the real. 1 cause of their misery. The persecution 
of the Jews war? for the same purpose, only I believe this had also a 
second purpose. ,A&^Jhe Jew was rather a friend of the working naan aad a 
great supporter of social justice. And therefore-- an enemy of general 
suppression and a competitor to the gentile industrialists, in some 
cases. The working man has never known the difference between a rich 
Jew and a wealthy gentile but the wealthy gentile could do much better 
jfcf the ri€h Jew was destroyed. Before the war the social democrats 
and the socialists were called Sozi and the founding of the National 
Socialist party was a triol to fool the Sozis by the name Socialist. 

They had to find out later that a Nazi was the opposite thing to a Sozi. 
Although nobody has absolute proof of hew things were arranged, I see 
it very clear that the Industrialist supported Hitler in the beginning 
and then guided him along the way to do as they wished and this is why 
he had broken all the promises he has made to the Hohenzollern, tc 
nobility, to the Junkers, to the middle class, to the peasants and to 
the worker. The only group he has not broken with it the Industrialist. 











It seems to me that most of the educated people in and out of 
Germany except the informed, are not aware of what is going on. Most 
of them believe that Germany needs more territory, which even a God 
could not produce, they beidve that Germany needs more resources, when 
it has sc much in resources that it can build and support a great army of 
non-producers and destroyers. The educated prople all over the world do 
not believe that the rich in Germany and other countries would not hesi¬ 
tate to torture and kill innocent people for the purpose only to stay 
in power, to keep the present system of production for profit and try to 
prevent the coming of a system of production for use....A system that 
was highly developed in Germany before the World War, the system of co¬ 
operative for producers and consumers unions. I have witnessed the 
develppmefct of the system in the years between 1895 and 1913. I have 
witnessed the spread of propaganda against the cooperatives all through 
these years, and when Hitler first came to’power he confiscated all 
these organizations which composed a great part of the wealth of the 
nation, and which raised the standard of living of the working man as 
nothing else has ever done. He showed very clearly for whom he was 
working. And when the four power conference was 1 heldiin Munich it 
explained tc me that Hitler was the representative of the international 
alliance of amunition manufaoturere and so the successor of Sir Basil 
Zaharo ff. 

The following one day mobilization proved this theory again to me, 
also when German planes flew over territory in Switzerland and Holland 
and when as a result of this, these two countries ever-armed themselves 
and prepared them self es for air defense and against gas attacks. 

Hitler does the amunition manufacturer-a greater favor and readers 
more efficient service to them by massing troupe on this or that border, 
to saare the people into mobilization, because in each mobilization there is 
millions for the stockholders of the amunition plants. He is of better 
service tc them than Sir Basil Zaharoff ever dreamed to b<y. He has even 
accomplished the big feat to scare the government of the United States 
into building a larger navy and air force. The so called educated people 
do net believe that a manufacturer or stockholder, among the latter we 
find even members of the clergy, could deliberatly plan the bombing of 
an unfortified city. They do not believe that they would deliberally 
take millions of men away from their peaceful occupations and put them 
in the army against their will, and plan on having them killed by an 
enemy manufactured by the. These ecudated people do not know the facts, 
the the Kaiser and the Czar had an agreement to the extent that when the 
Reichstag of Germany would demand too much justice for the working men 
the Czar would declare war on Germany and the able bodied German that 
could be suspected of becoming a fighter in a revolution against the 
capitalist would be killed in the battle.’ And that when the Duma de¬ 
manded too much justice for the working man from the Czar the Kaiser would 
declare war on Russia for the same purpose. Papers of this nature have 
been discovered by the German troupe in P-tersburg during the World War. 

An outstanding figure in German history is Otto ven Bisn.ark. He is 
well known for falsifying the telegram from the French government by 
which he aroused the German nation tc enter into a war with France. He 
is known as the originator of the e&ceruption law and of the old age in¬ 
surance of Germany. But very few people know that he is the cause of the 
anti-semetic party. He changed a law that was a protection of the working 
man under the old guild system, in which law only the tradesman could 
sell his ware, tc a free trade law by which any one with money and the 
ability of barter could buy manufactured articles from the tradesman and 
sell it to the public. Through this law the master was changed to a 
foreman and the tradesman to a laborer. The cas; taiist became owner of 

factories and whole sale houses. Maybe Bismark had not figured with the 
Jew who took advantage of the possibilities under this law and bought up 
merchandise produced in small shope, feroind down wages and cost and 







making large jrefits by retailing this merchandise in stores and 
warehouses. The middle class was a heavy looser and they could- 
see only the Jew that was to blame for the situation and they organ¬ 
ized themselves into the anti-aemetio j arty. 

That the capitalistic parties before the World War prepared for 
rugged action against the working man who had received too many prri- 
viledges through the existing constitution of the German empire, was 
shown in the last May day celebrations. Although there was a liberal 
majority in the Reicghstag the government officers were not popular, 
rhe eld repealed exception law was still functioning. Some textile 
workers in the city of Chemnitz in Saxony had participated in a strike 
and afterwards had committed a slight crime. The judge imposed an unrea¬ 
sonable prison term on these man. The whole nation was opposed to the 
sentence. 

Although the government in the Reichstag was a government of the 
people, by the people and for the people, the police department and the 
judicial department were still in the hands of the reactionary force that 
was in power before the march revolution of 1R4R. Judges were hated, 
policement were feared by the people. It was too plain to see that 
their business was the upholding and protection of property ownership 
that wasn't justifiable under the existing government. The distrust, 
friction, and hatred between the police department and the people was 
openly shown on one of the last May day celebrations cn which in every 
big city armed policemen were held in readiness (bo every corner of each 
important intersection in the heart of the city. Military bodies were 
mobilized in the oicinity of the city gates with cannons mounted oifi 
the high places. In spite of the provocations no violent actions 
accured. The people were actually satisfied with the form of govern¬ 
ment and would not desire a change, especially a revolution. But it was 
the rich part of the population that wasn't satisfied with the government 
and wanted to provoke a revolution and then blame it on the Social 
democrats. 

Sincd all the provocations were left withoiit results the war was 
the solution to make a change. 

Todays trouble tell me that Hitler helps the English capitalists 
to get rid of the strong pacifist organizations, helps the Belgian 
and Swiss caj italist to sell more merchandize to those people and to 
under-mine the cooperative movement. All that the big fellow is con¬ 
cerned about is how little he can pay the little fellow and how much 
to take froiii him.

Those who have read "How-lo Keep 
America Out of War" have thoroughly enjoyed tfeSm- and my sister 
and I drove to Rochester, N. Y. to hear Kirby Page's lecture 
which he delivered last fall and most thoroughly enjoyed it. 

He is doing a splendid piece wf work. It is too bad that 
people in general are so Ignorant of the f a ots as they exist.

We do claim only that we have diligently sought to know that mind. 
To that end we have carefully studied: 

The holy scriptures 

Christian experience through the centuries 

The more significant utterances of our own time. 

We have surrendered, so far as we are able, all our prejudices 
and prepossessions. We have prayed earnestly and have waited in 
quietness for the divine leading. And we have tested our insights, so 
far as that is possible, by careful and utterly frank discussion 
with those of similar aims. 

We view our work not as any final formulation, but as an 
invitation td^pthers to carry the undertaking farther, and to all to 
think earnestly upon these things.

civilization .but is using the methods 
of destruction which he said are not 
Christian. “The Christian should 
take Jesus way and risk the conse¬ 
quences.” 

He urged that Christian people 
unite their efforts to try to keep the 
United States from becoming a bel¬ 
ligerent. “If we fail and the United 
States goes to war, I must refuse to 
participate in war, even though my 
country goes to. war.” 

Would Register Under Selective 
Service Law 

In this connection the speaker said 
that if he were of draft age, he would 
abide by the provisions of the Selec¬ 
tive Service law by registering and 
then asking for classification as a 1 
conscientious objector. He pointed 
to the fact that the law provides a 
place for the honest conscientious ob¬ 
jector in government work which is 
not connected with the military and 
advised conscientious objectors to 
take that course. He stated that he, . 
being above Selective Service age ; 


would, in case of war, be willing to 
serve his country in a non-military 
capacity. 

In concluding his address. Dr. 
Page declared that “while the war is 
on, Christians should try to study 
how to love their enemies, should 
adopt a national policy to feed inno¬ 
cent sufferers in line with Herbert 
Hoover’s plan, and take a look ahead 
sowing good seed out of which 20 and 


50 years from now a good harvest 
will come.” 

An interesting question and answer 
period followed each of Dr. Page’s 
addresses. 

He was presented at the supper 
meeting 'by Dr. Frank Lochridge, pas. 
tor of the Methodist church, and 
the evening by Rev. George Talfr 
pastor of the Nazarene church.

Tells Mitchell Audiences It Is 
Not Christian Wav—Would 
Register, Wouldn’t Fight 

“Why doesn’t God-> strike Hitler 
dead ” y 

This question ha£ Deen often asked 
of Dr. Kirby Page, noted writer and 
lecturer who made his second appear¬ 
ance in Mitchell last Friday evening, 
under the auspices rf the , Mitchell 
Ministerial Association in the Congre¬ 
gational church. 

Dr. Page’s reply: “That is not 
God’s way of dealing with wrong¬ 
doers.” Enlarging on this at- his 
dinner address, Dr. Page declared that 
.God’s way of dealing with wrong¬ 
doers falls into six distinct categor¬ 
ies: 

“He loves them. . . ; He trust them 
, . . ; He teaches them, tie influences 
them through others. . . ; He allows 
experience to show them that their 
wrong-doing leads to self-destruc¬ 
tion. . . ;He suffers for them . . .. 
Summarizing these reasons as to why j 
“God doesn’t strike Hitler dead,” Dr. j 
Page declared: “You don’t get rid of 
evil by doing evil, you multiply it.” 
Civilization to Commit Suicfd^ 

“If you want to know why our 
civilization is about to commit suicide 
you will find it in waging war to 
kill war. ... You can’t get rid of 
militarism by war. T^e World War 
was proof of that. j. he same illu¬ 
sion has had humanity in its' grip for 
the last 1,000 years.” ° 

Dr. Page believes that the trend is 
strongly toward American participa¬ 
tion in -the present wa^T He predict¬ 
ed that “by waging war-on Hitler we 
will not get rid of evil” 

Going from the negative to the 
positive, the speaker » declared that 
the conflict should be met : with the 
Christian love, trust, teaching and in¬ 
fluence proclaimed by Jesus. “I -am 
overwhelmed with the wisdom of 
Jesus” he proclaimed, in forecasting 
that in no other way rn wars be per¬ 
manently settled. 

Would Keep American Out of War 

In the main address of his series in 
Mitchell, Dr. Page told his evening 
audience that while Great Britain be¬ 
lieves herself to be fighting for self- 
preservation and to save the small 
democracies, the air raids and block¬ 
ade are punishing innocent women 
and children. He expressed the 
opinion that Germany is a much 
worse sinner against humanity, but 
that he dealt especially with Great 
Britain because that country is sup¬ 
posedly fighting for'humanity and

An Alternative to War or We Perish’ 




Kirby Page, Noted Pacifist Leader, 
Outlines *What We Ought to Do* 

In Conference Series Here 


Kirby Page, internationally 
prominent minister, writer-lec¬ 
turer, and America’s foremost 
pacifist leader, told audiences 
which crowded the First Meth¬ 
odist Church in Palo Alto yes¬ 
terday afternoon to hear his 
feries of three discussions, 
“Either we must find an alterna¬ 
tive to war or perish. There can 
be no peace but a breathing spell 
between suicides as long as we 
continue in the race to arm our¬ 
selves with implements of de¬ 
struction.” 

“Should American Christians 
Take Up Arms Against Hitler 
and Stalin?” was his topic for 
the afternoon address. 

“Why*” the pacifist leader 
asked/ “is our society in such 
a desperate condition today?” 
Answering his own question* 
he declared, “What you sow is 
what you will reap. This is a 
spiritual universe and that is 


a law of the universe.” The 
people of our modern world, 
he said, must learn to dis¬ 
criminate between what is 
right and wrong. 

The speaker selected Chris¬ 
tianity as the standard for 
righteous action and sought in 
his discussion and open forum 
to find the mind of Christ by 
comparing 1940 world conditions 
with those existing in the time 
of Christ and his attitude toward 
them. The speaker offered many 
parallels between domination 
under Roman absolutist leaders 
and Hitlerism. “Hitlerism/ 8 he 
declared, “is loathsome to hu¬ 
manity.” 

“What would Christ do about 
Hitler?” he asked. “Can we find 
the mind of Christ on this mat¬ 
ter? I believe we can. 

“We must,” he declared, “sus¬ 
tain the idea of aggressive 


good will endlessly.” 

Mr. Page also spoke at a din¬ 
ner in the parish house of the 
All Saints Episcopal Church, 
discussing “Youth in an Age of 
Social Convulsion.” 

In a challenging address which 
brought comments and questions 
from the audience, Mr. Page as¬ 
serted that America’s hands are 
far from clean in the present 
world situation and that we were 
partly to blame for the World 
War. 

“The World War,” he declared, 
“came out of aggression, broken 
treaties, ruthlessness. And the 
Treaty of Versailles was forced 
down Germany’s throat with a 
bayonet,” he condemned the 
Allies. 

“We Americans have done good 
for the Filipinos, but we have 
also done much harm. Because 
we joined Great Britain, Italy, 
and France in world conquest. 
The World War came from this 
way of life.” 

The writer-lecturer pointed 
to the fact that America has 
nine records of conquest in our 
expansion histqry (not count¬ 
ing relations with the Indians!, 
and that we have invaded 15 


foreign lands, actually mov¬ 
ing troops into those areas 
more than 100 times. 

“People in America don’t know 
about it because we don’t call 
it aggression," he declared. “We 
call it intervention. We never 
fight Nicaraguan patriots, but 
bandits. Manila is 10,000 miles 
from our nation’s capital, but 
we purchased the Philippines 
from Spain (aftqr threatening 
Spain). Then it took us two 
years of fighting to convince the 
Filipinos they wanted to be 
bought.” 

He concluded this part of the 
discussion with a summary 
statement that for a long time 
our nation has sown, seeds of 
aggression, cruelty* broken 
promises, greed. “Because there 
is a God and his processes are 
dependable, we get the harvest/ 1 
The conference group returned 
to the Methodist Church for the 
concluding session of the series 
at 7:45 o’clock, at which time 
Mr. Page presented his address, 
“How to Keep America Out of 
War.” 

The pacifist leader presented 
a general program in answer to 
his query* “What ought we do 
now?” 

Help victims of war by relief 
on a vast scale. 

Keep the U. S. out of war. 
“No matter what argument is 
used to move us, we must keep 
out of the war. We must forge 
a will to peace that will be 
unshakable.” 

Use all influence possible to 
end the present war. 

Prepare the American peo¬ 
ple to participate in a World 
Congress to salvage as much as 
possible from the wreckage of 

wan 

Kirby Page, concluded the 
series with a four point program 
of specific action to keep Am 
erica out of the war: 

1. Recognize the interdepend¬ 
ence of mankind. Realize that 
we are dealing with our kins- 
people. 

2. Participate in a common 
effort to end the system of em¬ 
piricism. 

3. .Create an international 
agency for the solution of our 
common problems. 

4. Disarm. “We must bring 
our : efforts in some other way 
than the method of war.”

In my judgment, no man is speaking a more important 
truth and more persuasively to the American people di^this 
moment than is Kirby Page. I have known him for many years, 
and always think \of his courage and insight which produced in 
the very midst of the World War the little book, ”The Sword 
and the Cross.” The public psychology at the close of the 

war was such that he could not find a publisher, and I recall 
with a modest pride the fact that I became responsible for 
Its publication. 

Mr. Page is a rare combination of the absolute paci¬ 
fist and the practical analyst of the economic and political 
situation out of which war comes. One may be thoroughly per¬ 
suaded by his Interpretation of the world scene without neces¬ 
sarily accepting his absolutist position. His voice should 
be heard In all parts of the land at this critical hour.

Dear Kirby: 

Glad to get yours of March 25th before you start on 
your long tour through many states. I frequently run across 
your tracks all the way from Michigan to Texas, and you are 
doing a good work. 

You ask if I do not think there is less sentiment for 
entering the war now than three or four months ago. Yes, 
probably there is. Certainly there is an overwhelming and 
almost unanimous sentiment that we should stay out of this 
war. 


If the Allies were falling and being defeated, and if 
the war of frightfulness were on, destroying the cities of 
Britain and France, I think the American people would then 
want to come in, but, as in the case of Finland, it would 
probably then be too late. I do not think, however, that the 
Allies will be defeated, nor do I think that any one will be 
a clear victor with a dictated peace. I fear we are entering 
a long series of wars and revolutions that will last for many 
years. I am an unshaken optimist if I take the distant view 
of the future. 

My present position with regard to war is stated fully 
in the last chapter of my book, I HAVE SEEN GOD DO IT. I 
stated that position to Henry Crane's church and he seemed much 
pleased by the presentation which takes the ground that you 
and he and Fosdick and others are led by God and are doing the 
will of God as absolutists, while the majority are doing the 
will of God to defend their country if it is attacked during 
this period of transition.

A vivid warning that United 
States participation in the current 
European conflict would mean the 
destruction of modem civilization 
and the "loss of our liberties for 
generations to come,” was sounded 
by Kirby Page, noted lecturer, who 
appeared before a joint meeting of 
the Kiwanis and Rotary clubs here 
Wednesday neon. 

“If you and I approve of partici¬ 
pation of the United States in this 
war and urge the entrance of our 
nation into war we will commit a 
sin that will damn our children, 
their children and their children 
for generations to come,” he declar¬ 
ed after citing the possible results 
of the conflict to both the United 
States and to the enemy naions. 

Page, whose appearance in Mit¬ 
chell was arranged by the Mitchell 
Ministerial Association and Dakota 
Wesleyan University, was scheduled 
to speak at the college at 2:30 Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, followed by three 
conference groups, at 4, 6 and 7:45 
in the Methodist church. He was in¬ 
structed to the members of Igo ser¬ 
vice clubs and their guests by Dr. I. 
B. Wood. 

"If we go to war we ought to 
know what the cost will be. There 
is no justification for rushing into a 
war without knowing what we are 
doing,” Page said and listed four 
questions, giving in his answers the 
effects of participation in the war 
for both the United States and the 
nations it might fight. 

The questions were: 

“What will we do to ourselves 
while we fight? 

“What will do de to ourselves af¬ 
ter the armistice? 

“What will we do to the enemy 
which we fight? 

“What will we do to the enemy 
after we have won?” 

In answer to the first question 
he said, "If we become involved in 
this war we will set up a dictator¬ 
ship with which to fight. We can 
not fight without centralized con¬ 
trol over every phase of the nation’s 
resources.” Details of such a dicta¬ 
torship have already been publish¬ 
ed in the recommendations from 
the Secretaries of War and the Navy 
to Congress for an industrial mo¬ 
bilization. he said. 

"We will also establish a rigor¬ 
ous censorship and put to work a 
propaganda department and satur¬ 
ate our own minds with distortions, 
exaggerations and lies. We will del¬ 
uge ourselves continually with pro¬ 
paganda until it will be difficult for 
us to tell truth from falsehood. 

“We will adopt as supreme law 
the taw of military necessity as 
we fight under that law we will be 
so demoralized and our sensitivities 
will be so dulled and deadened that 
we will be unable to tell right from 
wrong.” 

“By the time we have won the 
war we will be ruined by debt,” page 
asserted in answering his second 
question. "We know that we would 
begin with a federal debt of 42 bil- 


Lewis W. Bicknell, candidate for 
the Democratic gubernatorial nom¬ 
ination, who believes South Dako¬ 
tans "are sick and tired of being 
stuffed with political promises which 
can’t be kept,” said Wednesday that 
if elected he would give the people 
of the state their moneys worth for 
the taxes they pay. 

Interviewed during a visit here the 
gray-haired, 54-year-old Webster at¬ 
torney asserted that his campaign 
promises would be limited to the 
practical kind which can be fulfill¬ 
ed. 

"Yes, I don’t think there is any 
question about it,” he answered 
when asked if he would win the 
Democratic nomination. "I have con¬ 
tacted people in two thirds of the 
counties of the state already, and 
everywhere the response is very 
friendly.” 

“There is very excellent grounds 
for believing that the state will 
elect a Democratic governor this 
fall,” he continued. "I haven’t dis¬ 
covered any notable drift toward 
the Republican side on national 
questions, though my contacts have 
primarily been concerned with state 
politics.” 

Bicknell, who conferred with Her¬ 
bert Hitchcock while in Mitchell, 
said that at the present time he is 
visiting Democrats throughout the 
state, and addressing a number of 
public gatherings. From here he 
will go to the Rosebud and will 
speak at Winner Thursday night. 
The first radio address of his cam¬ 
paign will be made next Tuesday 
evening from Sioux Falls. 

In discussing points of the plat- 


the death for the whole German 
people, "and this is early in the 
war,” Page observed. 

“What will we be doing and say¬ 
ing by the time we have ruined our¬ 
selves and infuriated ourselves with 
propaganda? 

"The combination of these things 
means the burning down-of modern 
civilization, it means civil wars and 
it mean& wars of revenge. A total¬ 
itarian war means total ruin.” 

"If your are blind enough to be¬ 
lieve that modem war is an intsru- 
ment which can be used in the de¬ 
fense of liberty your children and 
grandchildren for generations to 
come will damn you and your blind¬ 
ness.” 

In conclusion he urged his listen¬ 
ers to use their influence, political 
and social, to "keep this country out 
of that suicidal madness." v

by Nels B. Arveson, president of the 
Sioux Falls Kiwanis club. Other 
guests included Lewis Bicknell of

tion, Bicknell said that he would 
seek to outlaw all campaign contri¬ 
butions by contractors and others 
who deal with the state through 
an amendment to the state’s cor¬ 
rupt practices act, which would make 
it a felony for any person to sol¬ 
icit, receive or disburse funds from 
that source. 

An enlarged highway patrol was 
grounds that it would save the 
state money in repairing miles of 
oil surfaced roads ruined by over¬ 
loaded trucks because the present 
patrol is not adequate to control 
these violations, and that it would 
increase safety on the highways by 
eliminating such hazards as poor 
lights and excessive speed. 

“I would also have the state take 
advantage of the Social Security 
program for aid to dependent chil¬ 
dren,” he said. “By repealing the 
present mothers’ pension law and 
having the state raise the money 
for this type of work instead of 
the counties, the funds would be 
matched by the federal government, 
and with the federal provisions for 
administrative costs there would be 
no reason for any increase in ad¬ 
ministrative costs of the Social Se¬ 
curity program in the state. 

Bicknell stated that he favored the 
restoration of the planning board 
because “we ought to have somebody 
looking around Suth Dakta to deter¬ 
mine what natural resurces should 1 
be developed.” 

As an example of this he cited the 
manganese deposits near Chamber- 
lain. "Because of the war in Europe 
this country’s source of manganese 
supply is in danger of being curtail¬ 
ed or stopped entirely,” he pointed 
out, “and I believe the government 
should be doing something to push 
the development of this resource of 
ours.” 

"All I can say about taxes is that 
I advocate keeping them down by 
sensible, business methods in all 
government activities,” he stated, 
and that "I will give the people 
their money’s worth for their tax 
bill. South Dakotans are sick and 
tired of being stuffed with ■ political 
promises which can’t be kept.” 

Bicknell, who has been located at 
Webster for the past 32 years, is a 
graduate of the University of Min¬ 
nesota law school. He was in mil¬ 
itary service for two years and was 
in France with the AEF : for ten 
months of that time. He was states 
attorney of Day county for four 
years. For two years he served as 
chairman of the state public welfare 
commission.

rate England is now fighting we 
could expect 27 billion dollars a year 
increase in our national debt. 

“It is entirely possible that you 
and I will live to see .the day when 
the federal debt of this nation will 
be 100 billion dollars, if we decide 
war is desirable.” 

Interpreting this debt into terms 
of taxation, the lecturer said, “we 
haven’t a ghost of an idea of what 
high taxes are. If we fight on the 
basis required we will come out of 
the war with a tax burden that will 
make the present tax load a pleas¬ 
ant experience.” 

Inflation was listed as another re¬ 
sult which could be expected from 
participation In the war. After men¬ 
tioning the repeated warnings from 
bankers on the dangers of inflation, 
Page said that “if we become in¬ 
volves in this war what we’ll have 
will be an experience and not a 
warning. The effect of that infla¬ 
tion would be disastrous to our econ¬ 
omic structure.” 

“When the war ended we would 
also have unemployment,” he stated, 
and pointed out that while the 
number of unemployed in the na¬ 
tion today is estimated at nine to 
ten million, said that if we go to 
war “we may see the day when we 
will have 20 million and possibly 
25 million out of work after the war 
is over. ' 

“Add to this unemployment the 
effect of propaganda, because of 
which we won’t know the difference 
between right and wrong, and we 
will have the most terrific struggle 
for life that we have ever known. 
We will face an economic struggle on 
this continent that may ruin our 
democracy for generations.” 

Danger of civil war following the 
international conflict was also point¬ 
ed out. “This war will be followed by 
a civil war, where, we do not know.” 
he said. 

“If we come to the end of this war 
demoralized what will > we do as we 
face the blank wall of frustration?” 
The answer to this he said, is in¬ 
cluded in the industrial mobiliza¬ 
tion plan which provides for a vir¬ 
tual dictatorship and says that “the 
plan shall be continued until six 
months after the president shall de¬ 
clare that the emergency is over.” 

“That means six months after the 1 
dictator tells us that the dictator- j 
ship is not necessary/’ Page declar- 1 
ed. “That plan has not been adopted, 
but if we enter the war we will come 
out of it with such a state of em¬

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Italian Wriier 
Predicts Reich 
Victory in War 
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Rome, Italy.— (/P) —The Bologna 
newspaper Resto Del Carlino Wed¬ 
nesday forecast a German victory in 
the European war and declared that 
Italy’s future as well as Germany’s 
is at stake in the outcome. 

Discussing the question “Should 
we fight for Germany?” the news¬ 
paper said that if Italy entered the 
war “we will not light ‘for Ger¬ 
many,’ but rather 'beside Ger¬ 
many.’ ”

ests. By this we do not mean that 
Berlin’s cause does not concern us.

Dear Kirby: 

Thank you for sending me the announcement concerning 
your itineraries just ahead. I observe that you are to be 
in the neighborhood of Texas early in February, 1941. 

Our Ministers Institute of the Disciples of Christ 
meets at the Brite College either the last week in January 
or the first or second week in February. We have a guest 
lecturer who speaks at eleven o'clock every day, and that 
may be Dean Weigle of Yale next year. Then for three 
periods before that we have classes, two or three each 
period. Each teacher therefore has an hour period, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. Usually we have two on 
Bible, one on Church History, and one on Social Problems. 

Most of our funds, which come from the dues of the 
preachers, go to the expense and travel of the chief 
lecturer. We use our own professors and some of our Texas 
ministers for the regular classes. It just occurs to me 
that it might be possible for you to be here those four 
days and conduct a class. You would be free for evening 
lectures and afternoons, anywhere else nearby, for these 
would come only at a morning period, most any hour which 
you prefer. We would be able to furnish your keep while 
you are here. It might be possible to get out of the 
treasury of the Institute a modest amount for an honorarium, 
but it could not be much. 

I have not presented the idea to our committee, which 
will meet again in the next month or so. It seems well first 
to see if the idea appeals to you and if you think it will 
be feasible. We cannot set the date now, and your decision 
might be subject to date, Anyhow give me your impression and 
we will see what the feasibility of it is and I will put it 
before the committee.

Peace Emphasis 
Made on April 6 

Kirby Page Addresses Large Num¬ 
ber at Portland Church; Numer¬ 
ous Additions on Easter 


Portland, Ore. —Army Day, Apr. 6, the 
anniversary of America’s entrance into the 
European War in 1917, was celebrated in 
Portland in both the traditional pseudo- 
glamourous military style, and the sober, 
realistic facing of the Causes and cure of 
international conflict in thoughtful confer¬ 
ences of church, labor, and peace groups. 

Portland’s Mayor, Joseph K. Carson, 
led a military parade, marching at the 
head of a long column which included 33 
military units, with Governor Charles A. 
Sprague as the reviewing officer. 

“We are not going to fight to help 
England and France keep their colonies, ’ ’ 
vowed Hugh DeLacey, president of the 
Washington Commonwealth Federation, 
speaking to several hundred delegates rep¬ 
resenting a number of labor unions who 
were gathered for an all-day conference 
on peace. The earnestly militant spirit 
of the delegates was reflected in the state¬ 
ment of one, “When we struggle for 
peace, we struggle for life.” Resolutions 
were passed condemning the administra¬ 
tion and those who profit from war for 
their leading of the country toward par¬ 
ticipation in Europe’s war, and one from 
the women of the group which stated, 
“We will not permit America to go to 
War. ’ ’ 

Annual Memorial Service 

In an annual memorial service at the 
grave of Senator Harry Lane, who 23 
years ago was one of the six senators 
voting against sending American boys to 
their death in Europe, Paul R. Kelty, ,ex- 
editor of The Portland Oregonian, de¬ 
scribed Senator Lane as “an enduring 
symbol of opposition to war. ’ ’ This serv¬ 
ice is conducted each year by the Women’s 
International League for Peace and Free¬ 
dom in honor of the man who died broken¬ 
hearted seven weeks after his courageous 
vote against America’s entry into the war, 
after experiencing the vilification and 
bitter denunciation from former friends 
in the grip of war hysteria. Telegrams 
from numerous distinguished Americans 
were read. 

Labor groups, including both the A. F. 
of L. and C. I. O., joined with the Oregon 
Commonwealth Federation and several 
prominent churches in a Sunday evening 
service in Portland First Christian Church 
of which Thompson L. Shannon is the 
pastor, to hear Kirby Page present a plan 
for peace. This plan included relief for 
all victims of the war, immediate efforts 
to bring the war to an end, participation 
in a just world conference^ and the put¬ 
ting of our trust in the way of the cross. 

Over 4,000 worshipers gathered in the 
early dawn of an ideal spring morning in 
two separate services sponsored by the 
Portland Council of Churches to hear the 
Easter message.
